It has a lot to 
offer tourists, including rows of old folk houses lining the sides of both stone 
pavements, and beautiful agricultural panoramas of vineyards extending over small 
hills. At a winery, visitors can learn the history of the area’s wine production, which 
has endured for over 100 years, and enjoy wine tasting.

Mizu-no-Kairo (waterway)
